A BRITISH COLUMBIA UNIVER- 
SITY. 



Many persons have either ;ui exag- 
gerated idea or a very imperfect idea of 
what a university is. Most persons 
have in mind an aggregation of build- 
ings, divided into departments with a 
large array of professors, such as are 
contained in McGill, Montreal, or Cor- 
nell at Itbica, X. Y. Or our ideas may 
be borrowed from Oxford or ( 'tun- 
bridge, where iho university represents 
an aggregation of colleges: or we may 
regard any degree conferring institution, 
Blieh as we Mud in large numbers in the 
.United States, as ;i university, upon the 
principle that ;> 'nook's a book, though 
there's nothing in it. We have, there- 
fore, some very great universities ami 
we have .some very insignificant and 
shoddy ones. As a matter of fact, 
however, it is not necessary to have 
either buildings or professorial staff to 
have a university. The university of 
London, for instance, is simply an ex- 
amining body, and much is possible in 
British Columbia without considering 1 ' 1C orea 
too seriously the question of location. ' although 



AN INTERESTING RETURN. 

Hon. D'rnnk Oliver is not improving 
the reputation of the department of 
the interior at Ottawa. He lacks the 
finesse of the Hon. .Mr. Sifton iii deal- 
ing with the interesting and often deli, 
"•ale .situations which arise; ami. neetl- 
' say, ln> lacks I he ability— the 
we were going to say. of con- 
cealing the line hand of the minister. 
He has been getting into no end of 
trouble on account of his native stub- 
bornness in sticking to the first state- 
ment he may happen to make in Iho 
House, whether right or wrong, when 
asked for information on any subjeel 
pertaining to his department, require- 
iug explanation. This fatal stubborn- 
ness seems to pursue him in all the 
ramifications of his departmental ad- 
ministration.

The following December, 
however, Wagner was once- more in 
trouble, ami the department had to 
threaten him that unH'ss" he refunded

As for Car- 
negie, Canada was his special "bete 
noir," and lie openly appealed to the 
United States lo enter Into a. tariff 
war with us In order to destroy our 
Independence, and by starving us out 
of the British union, to encompass our 
annexation. for the kind sentiments 
these gentlemen may now seem willing 
to express towards us we are in no 
sense under special obligation to them, 
anil if we have reason to feel gratified 
it is because we have by our own 
exertions proved I hem lo bo wrong. 
The men who try to kick us when we 
are down, and try to make friends 
with us when we are up. are not 
friends to bo elated over. We sur- 
vived under their enmity and we can 
live Without their goodwill.

delay definite action in the matter for

Vilkgalnner Stel'iiusson, associate in 
ethnology at Harvard, w'ho is to join 
Cnpt. Mikkelscn and those going north 
on the Duchess of Bedford, at the 
mouth Of the Mackenzie river, has pass- 
ed through Winnipeg on his way to the 
rendezvous. He left NViunipcg, where 
lie was outfitting for the expedition, on 
Friday morning last, taking with him 
a small package of scientific treatise.;, 
dealing with questions of ethnology, 
unci a high speed title, with a supply 
of costly ammunition. All the clothing 
carried by him was what he was wear- 
ing al the time of departure. On arriv- 
ing in the polnr regions, he will discard 
all European garments ami assume the 
garb of the Eskimo, which he will con- 
tinue to wear until he again reaches 
civilization. 

.Mr. Stefansson is a bright young 
Harvard man. who formerly resided in 
North Dnkotn. He was, for several 
years, a student in the Stale university, 
from which he passed to Harvard, and 
[pursued si uilies in his chosen depart- 
ment for three years in the famous Pe.i- 
■liody museum! In addition to Ids -Indies 
in the uuniversily, he assumed the 
duties of a journalist, ami during all 
vacation- acted a- a reporter for the 
Boston '.Transcript. 

The plan of the gentleman controlling 
the Anglo-American expedition was.

Howe, the physician to the expedition, 
in Winnipeg, and that the;.' should go

The Trip Overland 
"My preparations tire now complete," 
said the ethnologist to a reporter, ,- and 
1 shall travel over the Canadian North: 
era to Edmonton, from where we go 
overland to Athabasca Landing, where 
we take the river to Athabasca Lake, 
from tin- hike we run down the Slave 
river |o Greater Slave lake. out of 
which we pass into the Mackenzie. I 
understand that there are one or two 
portages to .he made, and that we will 
get lite Hudson's Hay steamer Wrigley 
on .the Slave fiver. The steamer will 
carry us to Fort Macpberson, from 
which point 1 expect to roach Horseuol 
Island by whaler. The trip down the 
delta of the river to I he mouth is a dis- 
tance of ahoul one hundred miles, ami 
Hcrsehel Island is about one hundred 

miles west el' I lie river mouth. We will 
leave Athahasca Lauding between .Tune 
1st and .*!rd, and will arrive at the 
mouth of the river, if all goes well, be- 
tween 'the Mth ami 10th of duly. 

On the way down the Mackenzie, we 
puss through a country of very cre.it 
interest to i he anthropologist. The 
Athahasca Indian-, although constantly 
visited by while men, have never been 
•made the subject of careful scientific 
observation. The Indian- of the region 
'beldtfg f ' the Athabasca family, al- 
though til. fniiiilv ir divided inta uumov 

Many fugitive Indians, of every known 
tY-llie', are'al-o undoubtedly now in this 
north country, and I understand there 
are somtQ.'rees alone 'the Mackenzie. 

"There is a slight possibility that the 
sailing ves-el ill which out' main pall, 
leaves Victoria, may not succeed in 
leaching the mouth of the Muck«"v.ic 
during i he summer of 100(5. This 
would not mailer very materially l<i ine 
balance of i hi' pa ft y. ' as their dm ies 
are partiallj performed on the -way 
north and west. My work, mi the con- 
trary, i.- wholly with the Eskimo, am! 
an entire year would he lost to me if I 
were on the sailing vessel ami il did 

mil succ I in getting to the mouth ol 

the Mackenzie river during the suinin»ji 
of I DOB. for this reason. I go north 
overland. If. during Ihc summer, oil- 
vessel arrives nt Hcrsehel Island. " i'' 
plan then is that we should go easi and 
locate near to some Eskimo village, i 
will thotl be aide to spend the day wilh 
the natives and slid live on hoard tile 
boot. In the event of the vessel nol 
arriving, I will leave Herschel Island 
and proceed eastward alone. I will 
carry uothiug with me except a few 
trinkets for the Kskimo,* and will en- 
deavor to find some village where the 
winter can he spent. 

Mr. StefanDson's Purpose 

"My puriRi.se will he to learn every- 
thing possible ill the time al my dis- 
posal regarding the natives, their folk- 
lore, their lives and customs, their 
house-building and house-keeping, their 
method of 'hunting, boat building, and 
all other mutters relating to them. 

"The ESlfimo are not nearly as .111- 
plcasanl to live with as is sometimes 
supposed. Those of Greenland are more 
or less filthy owing to the ifacl that they 
live almost entirely on fish. These, 
whom I will visit, .depend more largely 
on the caribou, and are milch more 
cleanly. They are entirely poaceald>, 
good jiatured, ami generous;" 

"."©tiring the winter it will lie neees; 
sary for me to live much of the time in 
the iglop or snow house of the K-kinio. 
Occasionally, an air-tight skin tent is 
put gtp in.sidc the igloo, and when this 's 
doiie. a temperature of 70. 0C SO degrees 
or heat can he secured, in the igloo ;J 
is. "of course.- imiwssiblo to raise the 
temperature much above the freezing 
point, as the house would soon begin 
tu thaw. 

• I have been asked whether ii was 
my object to improve the condition of 
the Eskimo. This is. '-however, no part 
of my errand. .The Eskimo are jnsl as 
peaeable as we are. and have a moral- 
ity which seoiu- lo suit I hem. My work 
i- thai of a student ami investigator, 
and it will he sufficient if 1 succeed n 
doing this work for which 1 am seal 
north. The country which 1 wish to ex- 
plore is the almost unknown region be- 
tween Cape Bathursl ami Coronation 
Gulf. Some years ngO a wealthy Eng- 
lish traveler, named David Ilnnbury. 
spenl two years among the Eskimo -till 
farther east, and is. I suppose, the chief 
authority regarding the natives of thai 
portion af the continent."

'flic Arctic expedition is headed by 
the speaker of last night. Captain 
Eijnar Mlkkelsen of Copenhagen, a 
young man of ".8 years with three 
| Arctic trips already to his credit — two 
to East Greenland ami the third with 
the Baldwln-Zeigler polar expedition in 
i l!UU. Accompanying the Danish in- 
vestigator are his partner, Ernest Lef- 
(IngweU, a young geologist of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; Eijnar Ditlevsen, 
an artist and zoologist; Dr. Howe, a 
surgeon from Harvard University, who 
will act as surgeon of the party; and 
.1. K, .Stefanssen of the ethnological 
bureau at Harvard University,' who, 
Instead of going north on the schooner, 
will Join the party at a rendezvous in 
August at the mouth of the Mackenzie 
River. Of these men, Messrs. Lefflng- 
well and Ditlevsen have both been 
previously to the Arctic the former 
with the Baldwln-Zeigler expedition 
and the latter with an East Greenland 
expedition from Denmark. 

Captain Mlkkelsen is fifthly con- 
vinced that he will discover a new 
continent in the Beaufort Sea. 

Captain Mlkkelsen said the schooner 
Duchess of Bedford will leave Victoria 
for the Arctic on Saturday. On 
leaving this city the vessel will be 
sailed to Kadiak Island, where It is 
hoped to secure a bear for an English 
museum, and thence the voyagers will 
proceed to the Siberian coast to se- 
cure fifty or sixty dogs. The vessel 
will then proceed through Retiring 
Strait into the Arctic. Investigations 
wdll be made in Behring Strait and 
■ Behring Sea with a view to discover- 
ing whether water enters from the 
I Pacific Ocean. A call will he made at 
I some Siberian village to secure dogs 
and also one or more ponies, if pos- 
sible. These will be used to carry 
food on the nip to be made over the 
ice for the purpose of making sound- 
ings to discover the edge of the con- 
tinental shelf and, It is hoped, the land 
that lies beyond.

"Not until next year, 11)07, will we 
start over the lee on our grand object. 
With Mr. Lefflngwell— we can take 
provisions only tor we two — ' will 
leave the depot and cross to Mellville 
Island and thence to Prince Patrick 
[aland, from where, with dogs, and 
possibly a pony. carrying our food,, we 
will start out across the ice Into tho 
unknown., traveling north- northwest. 
We will curry only means/for sound- 
ing and a few scientific instruments 
other than food supplies, and will 
make soundings wherever possible 
through the macks of the ice for a 
distance of 00 miles.

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The steamier Selkirk, formerly a 
.freighter of tl:>e Columbia iV Ukunogau 
Steamboat company's ileet tf. Wouat- 
chee, was wracked in the Ltuck Island 
rapids of the Columbia. river at T o'clock 
Tuesday morning.. The boat had lately 
ueen purchased by (Jatighruu, Winters, 
Smith A: Co., railroad contractors, of 
Spokane, who arc building the Northern 
l'acific cut-off between Hiparia and 
Pasco. The boat was to be delivered to 
the contractors by tne steamboat com- 
pany. 

■Other steamers have made the trip up 
and down the river between Weuatehee 
and 1'asco, and river men thought 
that the river was .high enough to run 
the dangerous Priest and Kock Island 
rapids without any special 'difficulty. 
The -Selkirk minded her helm well and 
had strong and powerful engines and 
was thought able t-o overcome any dif- 
ficulty that could nut he surmounted by 
: ji smaller steamer. 

Kock Island rapids, fifteen miles be- 
low Wenatchee, were reached at 7 
o'clock. Here it was found that I lie 
water was not as high as anticipated, 
tout it was decided to chance it and run 
•the boat through. The iKock Island 
rapids, with the possible exception of 
the Priest rapids, thirty miles down 
stream from Wenatchee, are the most 
dangerous piece of water on the upper 
Columbia river. The rapids derive their 
name from an island a mile square, 
■which occupies the centre of the river. 
<Jn either side are two narrow channels, 
through which the water rushes faster 
than any mill race. The speed of the 
water is such that the channel is full 
of -whirlpools and short, choppy waves 
six feet high. Rock island and the 
shore of the river for miles are coni- 
iposed of hardened lava, which has 
cooled in waves as it was thrown from 
the earth. The rock is hard and sharp 
as steel. 

At twelve minutes to seven the Sel- 
kirk entered the rapids and successful- 
ly shot the easier waters, but almost im- 
mediately after the boat entered the 
swiftest part of ' the rapids the men at 
the wheel lost control of her and she 
started drifting broadside down the 
stream. 

The pilots frantically signaled the en- 
gineer's room for more steam , and sent 
orders to back, but it developed that, as 
ifho bell wire was too long the signals 
sounded imperfectly and were misunder- 
stool in the engine room and the or- 
ders were not obeyed. The boat could 
not be stirred and drifted rapidly down 
stream towards a large sharp rock in 
The center of the channel. 

When the boat was one thousand 
feet from the rock those on board saw 
she could not avoid hitting it. Capts. 
Griggs and Hanson at the wheel did all 
in their power to avoid it to" no avail. 
The boat struck the rock a terrific blow, 
there was a jarring crash, a great hole 
■was torn in . Lhe„. starboard side .of., the. 
.boat midships, the smukesfack fell over- 
board, carrying with it the -vhistle, the 
boat heeled to starboard, and it seemed 
to those on board that it would surely 
turn turtle. 

When the smokestack fell it torj a 
great hole in the hurricane deck and 
smashed three staterooms on the star- 
board side of the vessel. The steam es- 
caping from the whistle pipe added to 
the confusion. 

The shock was so severe that, the 
pilots and crew on the lower decks 
rushed to the hurricane deck and stood 
by the life raft to carry them to safe- 
ty if the boat sank. 

Bumps From Rock to Rock 

For the first few moments everyone 
on the boat seemed paralyzed, then 
while the men were waiting to be 
thrown into the angry current raging 
only a few feet from them the boat 
slowly righted and with bumps and 
bump's slid off the rock that she had 
struck and drifted, stern first, down 
stream, striking other rocks on the way 
down. 

As soon as it was apparent that there 
was no immediate danger the engineer 
returned to the throttle, the boat was 
given steerage way and headed for>-the 
shore, only a few rods distant. 

By the time the boat had steerage 
way it was well out of the rapids and 
•near a sand beach. The vessel was 
■headed in, and when Capt. Griggs 
waded ashore with a rope and made it 
last to a rock, the danger was over. 
Saved by Bulkhead 

If is conceded by river men on the 
boat that the only thing that saved the 
vessel from sinking in midst ream was 
her water tight bulkheads. 

In Ten Feet of Water 

The Selkirk lies on the west bank of 
the Columbia river, in ten feet of water, 
a mile below Kock Island rapids and 
51 bout three miles below the station <if 
the same name on the Grenl Northern 
railroad. The loss is bout ifo.OO'J, with 
no marine insurance. 

The hull of the vessel is a total loss 
as the boat was not to be paid for until 
delivered to the buyers at Pasco, all of 
the loss falls on the .Columbia & Okano- 
gan Steamship company. 

On board thet steamer were f'tipts. C. 
C. Criggs and C. 10. Hanson, who had 
charge of the boat, Engineer I. Betoux, 
[Purser J- f '. Scliock and a crew of six- 
men. The passengers -wore T. A. 
BJavios, general manager of the Colum- 
bia iV; Okanogan Steamship company; 
Guy C. Brown, cashier of the Columbia 
valley bank; (.'apt. C. S. Miller, a rep- 
resentative of the new owners of the 
boat. 

All of the men on board rseaped with 
all of their effects. The Selkirk was 
built at Pnseo ,ind brought) to Wenat- 
chee in ISSTt. Her name at that time 



was the Edenburg and she was the 
first passenger boat: on the Columbia at 
tli is point for years. Two years ago the 
boat was remodeled and rechristened the 
Selkirk. 



LOCATED OPIUM. 

Farmer Finds Cache of Smugglers 
Near Tacoma. 

H. Mitchell a farmer living near Ta- 
coma, on Tuesday found 250 pounds of 
contraband opium, where it had been 
concealed by smugglers. 

It was buried on the banks of the 
Puyallup river three miles from Taco- 
ma and is part of an opium cargo 
landed on Ilrown's point by the launch 
Amp ten days ago. Mitchell saw that 
the ground had been newly disturbed 
and investigated. 

Customs officers have been out until 
midnight arying to get a trace of the 
smugglers. They believe there is five or 
six hundred more pounds of opium 
cached near Tacoma.
